MARKET  DEVELOPMENT  ACTIVITIES 

Poor  USA  Product  Presentation 

Over  the  past  six  months,  several  leading  importers  have  commented  to  ATO  in  Bahrain 
on  the  poor  product  presentation  of  U.S.  firms  seeking  to  expand  or  initiate  sales  in 
the  region.  The  validity  of  these  statements  was  reinforced  by  the  dismal 
performance  of  U.S.  firms  who  responded  (through  their  Omani  importers)  to  a  recent 
Oman  Government  tender. 

Every  Omani  firm  which  submitted  bids  in  response  to  the  tender  was  required  to 
provide  product  samples  for  evaluation  by  the  tendering  ministry.  Accordingly,  U.S. 
suppliers  wishing  to  participate  in  the  bidding  were  required  to  provide  their  Omani 
representatives  product  samples  for  transmittal  to  the  tender  officials. 


In  at  least  three  cases,  product  samples  forwarded  by  U.S.  suppliers  were  rejected  by 
Omani  officials  at  the  airport.  In  the  first  instance,  the  product  did  not  bear 
production/expiry  dating  as  required  by  Omani  law.  The  second  shipment  bore 
production/expiry  dating.  However  the  expiry  date  had  passed  several  months 
previously,  and  the  final  lot  was  rejected  when  officials  found  the  tins  to  be 
unacceptable  due  to  the  presence  of  "rust". 

The  Omani  importers  were  surprised  at  the  poor  presentation  of  the  samples  sent  from 
these  U.S.  firms.  They,  and  we,  would  expect  suppliers  to  take  extreme  care  in 
preparing  sample  packets  for  bid  evaluation.  Performances  such  as  this  by  U.S. 
suppliers  do  little  to  enhance  the  image  of  America  as  a  reliable  supplier  of  quality 
food  products.

Notice  of  Foreign  Proposals  Concerning  Standards  in  Agriculture.  As  required  of  all 
signatories  to  the  GATT  Standards  Code,  the  following  notifications  of  foreign 
proposed  standards-related  rules  have  been  provided  for  the  information  and  comment 
of  interested  agencies  and  firms.  The  Technical  Office  invites  inquiries  from  anyone 
who  believes  that  any  of  the  proposed  regulations  notified  under  this  heading  could 
cause  a  trade  problem.  From  time  to  time  we  also  receive  information  through  our 
embassies  in  foreign  countries,  as  is  the  case  this  week.  Request  for  copies  or 
questions  can  be  referred  to  Carolyn  Wilson,  USDA  Technical  Office,  Room  5530  South 
Agriculture  Building,  Washington,  D.C.  20250;  or  phone  (202)  382-1318.

Finland  -  TBT  Notification  84.90.  The  Finnish  Ministry  of  Trade  and  Industry  has 
announced  a  proposal  concerning  the  sales  labels  for  herring  and  fish  products 
containing  herring.  The  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is  consumer 
protection.  Final  date  for  comments  is  July  31,  1984. 

Hong  Kong.  The  Technical  Office  recently  received  word  that  the  Hong  Kong  Government 
has  approved  new  tolerance  levels  of  sorbic  acid  in  dried  fruits.  The  new  allowable 
levels  are:  Prunes  1,000  ppm  and  figs  500  ppm. 

EC.  The  EC  Commission  has  forwarded  its  proposed  directive  on  the  use  of  hormones  as 
growth  promotants  to  the  Council.  The  proposal  expresses  the  finding  that  the  three 
natural  hormones  -  oestradial  17  beta,  testosterone  and  progesterone  are  acceptable 
for  use  in  livestock  production.  Trembalone  and  Zeranol  would  be  prohibited  in  the 
Community  effective  July  1,  1985.  If  in  the  interim  the  proponents  of  these  agents 
can  furnish  the  Scientific  Committee  with  data  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
clearly  establishes  their  human  health  safety,  the  prohibitions  could  be  vacated  by  a 
further  Commission  proposal  to  the  Council.  The  proposal  also  provides  for  the 
establishment  by  April  1,  1986  of  a  Community  list  of  approved  products  containing 
hormonal  substances  for  sale  and  use  in  member  states. 
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
